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PURPOSE: To easily correspond to the change of a telephone number and to 
simplify outgoing operation by causing the telephone number to be a bar code 
and reading this bar code with a transmitter and receiver. 

CONSTITUTION: To the rear of a name card 10, etc., the necessary telephone 
number is stuck by a bar code seal 11, etc. When the telephone number to 
be outgoing is change, the bar code seal 11 is detached and the other bar code 
seal is stuck. For a telephone number card 1 with the bar code, bar code infor- 
mation 2 on the card are read by a bar code reading part, which is provided 
in the tip of a receiver, for example, in a transmitter and receiver 2. Bar code 
reading information 4 to be read by the transmitter receiver 3 are inputted 
to a sending part 5 and here, the bar code reading information 4 are converted 
to a dial number and sent as a sending outgoing number 6. Thus, the correspon- 
dence to the change of the telephone number and outgoing operation go to 
be easy. 
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PURPOSE: To easily transmit original picture information, etc., to an opponent 
destination by storing an address name in a compacted dial registering table, 
executing search or sort with the address name, etc., which is inputted by an 
operator, as a key and eixecuting display. 

CONSTITUTION: A control means 7 searches the stored address name, etc., which 
coincides with an input address name, and displays the name on a display means 
51 or sorts the stored address name to include the input address name and 
displays it on the display means 51. The picture information, to which the 
stored address name is added, are transmitted to the opponent destination of 
a telephone number to correspond to the address name . which is instructed 
by an instructing means 52 out of the stored address names to be displayed 
on the display means 51. Thus, the opponent destination can be easily selected 
and the picture information can be transmitted. Then, the address name of 
an opponent can be automatically added in each transmission.

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PURPOSE: To register a one-touch dial number without executing complex 
registering operation by detecting a subscriber number in an ISDN (digital inte- 
grated service network) and registering this number as the one-touch dial num- 
ber. 

CONSTITUTION: When there is a terminating call from the ISDN to a subscriber 
terminal 1, this incoming is detected by a network control part 2 and a terminat- 
ing call signal is transferred to a main control part 3. At first, whether an 
opponent subscriber number is included in the terminating call signal or not 
is decided by the main control part 3. When the terminating call signal to 
include the opponent subscriber number is received, this subscriber number 
is registered as the candidate number of the one-touch dial number. When a 
registering number goes to be more than 3, the subscriber number is registered 
as the one-touch dial number. Accordingly, the one-touch dial number is regis- 
tered in the order of the number of a subscriber, whose terminating call number 
is large, and in such a case, the registration of the same number is prohibited. 
Thus, the one-touch dial number to be registered in a number storing part 
4 is read by dial operation at a calling time and outgoing toward a called 
side. Thus, the one-touch dial number can be easily registered. 
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
